‘The Highland and Agricultural Society 
of Scotland, has an invested fund of up- 
wards of $300,000, with a building fund of 
$17,000, Last year it paid out $13,000 in 
premiums, and $56,000 for chemical! expen- 
ses and experiment stations. It publishes 
a yolume of transactions annually. 


A call at the warehouse of Fred Atwood, 
the farm implement dealer of Winterport 
found him as usual hard at work, among 
bewildering piles of farming tools of all 
kinds, and just now especially@engaged in 
fitting out his customers with a line of 
haying tools, the best patterns of the day 
for the coming hay harvest. Good tools 
a lively trade, and customers always satis- 
tied, are what he aims for. 


About 3,000 beeves are daily slaughtered 
in Chicago for the Eastern trade.

Kansas city has also established the busi 
ness at that point, and bids fair to become 
a strong rival in this business of slaughtec- 
ing cattle, avd transporting dead meat.

distance, all in full view. A location so 
convenient to reach, and at the same time 
80 pleasantly located, is seldom available 
within so easy a distance of a large city. 
The grounds embrace forty acres. On 
this has been built a half mile track con- 
structed after the most approved manner 
and which is now in very goodorder for 
the working of horses, or the trotting of 
races. The grand stand for seating visit- 
tors is located on the south side of the 
track with the rear to the sun, 80 that 
under the roof which covers the whole 
visitors will be entirely shaded from the 
sunshine which under different arrange- 
ment ig many times so oppressive. It is 
asubstantial strucuture three stories high 
200 feet long by 32 wide, and will seat two 
thousand persons, giving each two feet of 
space, with arail to the back, and room 
enough to pass along between each tier of 
seated persons, without inconvenience to 
any one. The upper loft is gained by 
three wide stairways in no way connected 
with the firstloft. ‘This loft is also reached 
by three stairways. Thus the seats can 
be filled or emptied on either floor ina 
short space of time. 

Lhe giound floor of the building is to be 
used as an exhibition hall, and to itis to 
be added an annex of the same dimensions- 
and two stories in height, making a floor 
room to be used fur the purpose, 200 feet 
long by 96 wide. The Eastern Maine Fair 
is to open on this Park, Sept. 9, and continue 
fourdays. Already stables for one hundred 
horses, and stalls for two hundred and 
fifty cattle have been constructed in a most 
substantial manner, and very favorably 
located both for the pleasure of visitors 
and the convenience of exhibitors. Work 
is to be commenced at once on the erection 
of more accommodations for stock, so that 
before the time arrives, ample room will 
be provided for all. Holly water from the 
city water works is brought in, where it 
will be within easy reach of all the cattle 
pens and the stables. Stock and passen- 
gers will be landed from the railroad 
within thirty rods of the grounds. ‘Three 
main entrances will afford ample room for 
entrance and egress without crowding. 
Altogether the Park is well

The 
beds of asparagus, herbs, onions, and sal- 
ads are all neatly lined out, and not a weed 
to be seen anywhere. Who loves garden- 
ing has not met with such a scene? and who, 
once seeing, would ever forget? No plough 
or horse ever enters there. The digging 
fork and wheel-barrow are the ruling pow- 
ers, and when at rest, are found enjoying 
themselves in aregular palace of ‘toolery” 
at the garden. There is a pleasure in such 
gardening for which no penny saved the 
market-house, or a peddler’s wagon is any 
sort of compensation. But is there any sav- 
ing? We think by no means always. We 
of some good vegetable gardeners who will 
get more out of a rod of land with the 
spade and hoe, than the horse man with 
his best machinery will get from an acre. 
Of course, all this is intended for the ama- 
teur gardener. In your conventions and hor- 
ticultural meetings, he is rarely considered. 
The market man and the thousand acre 
orchardist have all their own way. We do 
not want toneglect them. They should 
not be neglected. The men who grow 
fruit and vegetables for market on a grand 
scale are among the makers of our earthly 


paradise. We give them many a chapter that 


in our columns. But they do not give all 
the pleasure there isin gardening, nor by 
any means all profit. 

Just now, we were are reminded of these 
things, because it will not be long before 
we shall be in the midst of horticultural 
meetings and conventions. These have 
lost, in a great measure, their popuiar charm. 
The best people in the towns or cities where 
the meetings are held, seldom attend them. 
They are looked on simply as trade gather- 
ings, in which the community at large bas 
no interest.

Have Plenty of Winter Squashes. 


The secret of my »u.vess in raising Hub- 
bard squashes for winter is, late planting 
and planting among potatoes. I do not 
know whether potato vines are distasteful 
to the striped bugs, or whether the pests 
do not find the squashes among the vines, 
but the fact remains that I have never had 
the latter disturbed when planted in this 
way. I manure a strip about a rod wide in 


the garden, for my earliest potatoes, and | are 


about the middle of June | make a row of 
hills through the center and plant Hubbard 


squashes. I turn the vines away from the | agai 


hills, and the first potatoes we use are dug 
nearest the hills. I planted a single row 
of seven rods long last year, June 26; they 
have covered a strip on which eight rows 
of potatoes grew, and matured by Septem- 
ber 20,80 that a frost would not injure 
them. One of these vines grew in three 
weeks, 14 feet.— Cor.

Notes From the Oxford Hills. 


May 3ist, and cold with a raw south 
wind, being the third cold one since a cold 
rain storm.

ir part of those whose land is dry are through 


planting, and if the weather is fair for the 
first three days of next week crops will be 
very nearly all in. I think the acreage 
under tillage larger than it was afew years 

. The increase has been gradual for 
several years. ‘The improved culture is 
very marked. There is very much more 
care given tothe making, saving and ap- 
plication of mapure. A more careful! prep- 
aration of the land devoted to tillage than 
there used to be, so with an increased area 
under cultivation higher manuring and bet- 
ter cultivation is given to the land in crops. 
I have never known the farmers to be so 
cheerful and hopeful as now; so large a 
number of them to be established on the 
pay as - go pian, or to be so well satis- 
fied with the fact that farming was really 
a good, noble and honorable business. I 
have been particularly surprised, yes, sur- 
prised is the word, on several occasions 
this season, to see with what care farmers 
purchased their grass seed, and how gener- 
al was the impression that a generous 
seeding was wise ecomomy. So in all mat- 
ters pertaining to agriculture, by convers- 
ing with farmers I find, as the saying is, 
they are booked up. The agricultural 
papers, the institutes, the Grange, and 
other agencies, are the leaven that is caus- 
ing a fermentation that will result in a vast 
amount of good in the near future. 

I mentioned above that fruit trees show 
that in earlyness the season isan average 
one. Here at Paris apple trees are 
nearly in full bloom, in 1881 they were in 
full bloom May 3lst. June 6th and 7th 
there was a sharp frost on both mornings. 
In 1882 my diary says, May 28th but little 
planting done; June lst, the ground a com- 
plete sop; June 5th, breaking up for corn; 
June 7th, planting corn; June Lith, ap- 
ple trees in full bloom. 1883, May 3lst, a 

eavy rain, making ground very wet. 
Muck planting yet to be done; June 5th, 
apple trees in nearly full bloom. In 1862 
apple trees were in full bloom May 30th. 
The earliest date at which I have any 
record of the apple trees being in blossom 
was in 1863, May 24th, and that same sea- 
son, June 21st, my record says the past 
week has been cold, corn is small, and 
chances for a hay crop look slim. [I like to 
look over my old diaries when it seems as 
if the elements were against us farmers, 
just to see how soon a poor prospect 
changed for a good one. At present the 
indications point to an abundance of fruit,

Texas Sheep-Raisers. 


Down in Texas the farmers who keep 
large flocks of sheep, every spring hold 
sheep shearing fairs. A prize is offered for 
the best wool producing sheep, and each 
farmer possessing a favorite flock selects a 
‘few of his heaviest fleeced sheep, and takes 
them to the place where the fair is held for 
shearing. A sheep fair was held in William- 
son county, May 27th, and following is the 
weight of some of the fleeces taken from 
the sheep offered for premiums: *-Romeo,” 
a buck owned by Mr. Barkly Bell, yielded 
a fleece weighing 26 lbs. Mr. Schuder 
entered a yearling buck ‘Arthur’ which 
yielded a fleece weighing 24 lbs. The shear- 
ing of Mr. Bell’s ewe lambs showed that 
most of them yielded fleeces weighing from 
12 to 18 lbs. Mr. Schuder is the eat 
sheep owner in the county, having a flock 
ot 3,400 full blooded Merinos, the fleeces 
from which will average 10 Ibs. each. Mr. 
Geo. Lane had sheared two three-year-vid 
bucks, “Heber” and *Gladstone,” their 
fleeces weighing 36 and 35 pounds res 
ively. After the shearing was completed 
about seventy-five guests sat down to a 
sumptuous repast prepared by Mrs. Bell. 
The sheep herders in Texas have within a 
few years imported many choice sheep 
from England, Scotland Vermont. The 
writer was in Texas in 1881, and saw the 
fleece of a buck at a fair, the weight on 
which was marked 40!¢ pounds—said to be 
the largest fleece ever taken from a sheep.

Home Market for Farmers’ Produce. 

In estimating the warket value of farm 
products, their value for home consumption, 
which is a consideration of equal or greater 
importance, should not be forgotten. A 
neighbor of ours once remarked that he 
was going to get nine cents per pound for 
his pork, a high price at that time, by put- 
ting it into the cellar for home use. If 
farmers would come to a similar conclusion 
in regard to milk, that they would have six 
or eight cents per quart for at least a part 
of it, it would do as much good, perhaps, 
as holding conventions, and passing spirited 
resolutions. it is too often the case that 
on farms where milk is sold, a very small 
quantity must suffice for the home. When 
reading the account of the Orange Cuunty 
milk war, and of the exasperated farmers 
throwing the precious fluid on the ground, 
| wondered if their families had as much 
wilk as they wanted to use at the time the 
waste was going on. 

Novelists, who dra pictures 
of farm life, are quite prone to put plent 
of milk, cream, and fresh eggs into their 
stories. I suppose,that many city people 
think their pictures are correct, even as we 
in the country, drawing our information 
from similar sources, think that all city 
people are wealthy merchants. Well, as 
there are some wealthy merchants in the 
city, so there are some farmers’ 
where milk is freely used, but too often 
the reverse is true.

‘They would havea bench so low 
that one needed to get down on their knees 
to reach the tub; and I have even seen 
women with large families wash In a half 
barrel set on an old chair bottom, and the 
edge of the barrel would be so rough their 
arms would be badly scratched from the 
elbow down. Now | cali that shiftiess. We 
have a bench tall enough to stand at and 
wash with ease; the bench will hold two 
tubs and a soap keg; we use home-made 
soft soap, and have a clothes wringer. We 
wash our white clothes in ome water and 
boil them and rinse in two waters, putting 
blueing in the last; we always strain the 
blueing to prevent lumps in the water. We 
starch clothes needing it in boiled starch 
before hanging out. Our colored ciothes 
we wash in two waters, rinse, and starch 
in boiled flour starch, and as soon as dry 
we take them in, sprinkle, roll up hard and 
lay away until supper time, when we iron. 
[have seen peopie wash colored clothes 
in one dirty suds, rinse and throw them on 
the fence and let them stay perhaps a day 
or two; of course a few such wasbings ruin 
them. I know from experience that prints 
look better, wear longer,and wash easier 
when starched. 

1 think it much more difficult to give 
directions for managing the baby than 
the washing. I always think that the 


dear babies and precious invalids must 
be the first care, and the well folks 
and work must come afterwards. I don't 


think it is right to neglect little helpless 
children if it is possible to avoid it. ‘They 
are usually tired, hungry, or sick when 
they cry so much. I think you will have

The World’s Industrial Exposition. 
We have received the printed plans and 


open at New Orleans on the first Monday 
in December, 1884, and close not later than 
May 31, 1885. Its magnitude may be 
judged from the fact that it is to be under 
the joint auspices of the United States, the 
National Cotton Planter’s Association, and 
the city of New Orleans. The building 
for this great exposition is now in course 
of erection, andthe more the immensity 
of the structure appears im its prog- 
ress under observant eyes, the more it 
seems not so much like a work being made 
by human hands, as a vast 

gradually growing of itself. The look-out 
towers over the main entrance building 
are now being erected, and the roofing of 
the immense structure is done. And from 
this elevated position probably one of the 
most magnificent views in this country can 
be obtained. 

The location is peculiarly fitting, inas- 
much as New Orleans is the great metro- 
polis of the country primarily intended to 
be benefitted, and the gateway to and from 
Mexico, Central America and the West 
indies, the immense resources of which 
are now being so rapidly developed, while 


Matthew Simpson. 
The earthly life of the great preacher 
and patriot, whose name stands at the head 
of this article, has ended. The death of 
Bishop Matthew Simpson, D. D., LL. D., 
occurred at his home in Philidelphia, Thurs- 
day morning. In this event the Methodist 
Episcopal Church loses not only its senior 
bishop, and one of its most distinguished 
ministers, but the religious world 








their commercial interests are being so 
greatly expanded under the vigorous in- 
fluence of American enterprise; the build- 
ing of railways, the establishment of steam- 
ship lines, and the colonizing of commer- 
cial and industrial enterprises. An impor- 
tant factor in this grand development has 
been the Eads South Pass Jetties, giving a 
permanent channel to the sea of suflicient 
depth for the largest class of vessels, 
which, with her fifteen miles of deep water 
front, places New Orleans second to no 
other city in the world in point of shipping 
facilities. 

The President of the United States, under 
date of September 10th, 1883, issued a proc- 
lamation, inviting representation and par- 
ticipation by all foreign nations. As- 
surances have already been received that 
the invitation will be very generally ac- 
cepted, and there can be no doubt that all 
civilized nations of the world will vontrib- 
ute collective government exbibits. This 
justifies the hope that the attractions will 
be such as to draw a larger attendance than 
has been obtained by any Exposition ever 
held on the continent of America. 

The Southern States of the Union will 
contribute ‘ complete exhibits of their 
natural resources and agricultural and in- 
dustrial products, and it is a cheerful indi- 
cation of the prevailing spirit to record the 
fact that in every hamlet, village, town and 
city in the South, on every farm and plan- 
tation and in every workshop, there is al- 
ready manifested a patriotic feeling of 
pride in the success of the Exposition. In 
the language of Governor Lowry, of Mis- 
sissippi, “it is looked forward to by the 
Southern people as a beacon of hope.” At 
the same time it may be confidently relied 
upon that the other States of the Union 
will vie with the South in displaying their 
magnificient and splendidly developed re- 
sources to the multitudes of visitors from 
every quarter of the Globe. 

A leading feature of the Exposition will 
be a National Exposition of Women’s 
work, under the auspices and management 
of a commission composed of two leading 
representative women in each State and 
Territory of the United States. It is be- 
lieved that this will prove one of the most 
interesting and important exhibitions ever 
made, as it will serve to practically develop 
and illustrate the field of women’s work, 
and enlarge the sphere of usefulness 
of the sex in the domestic economy 
and industry of the world. 

Prominent features of the Exposition 
will be, also, special exhibits of cotton, 
sugar and rice, also jute and other fibres, 
in all their conditions of culture, manu- 
facture and preparation for the market, 
thus offering to visitors a practical exhi- 
bition of the peculiar resources of the 
Southern States, and serving to attract im- 
migration and capital to that section. The 
7,000,000 bales of cotton produced in the 
South last year, not only clothed the greater 
portion of the people of the civilized world, 
but yielded 2,500,000 tons of cotton seed 
above what was required for this year’s 
planting. This seed was capable of pro- 


meal, and 1,700,000 tons of hulls, which 
should yield 800,000 tons of paper. 
















ference of his church held in Boston, he 
was elected to the episcopacy, and the 32 
years of his bishopric have been filled 
with events of importance to his country 
and church with which he was prominently 
indentitied. in 1857 he visited Europe as 
the accredited representative of his church 
to the Lrish Wesleyan Conference at Cork, 
the British Wesleyan Conference at Liver- 
pool, and the Evangelical Alliance at Berlin. 
He threw the weight of his influence in 
favor of the establishment of theological 
schools for bis church, and their establish- 
ment was perhaps due as much to his elo- 
quent advocacy of them as to any other 
one cause. His pulpit abilities and elo- 
quence soon gave him a national reputation, 
which was enhanced by addresses made in 
connection with some of the memorable 
events of the country’s history. Among 
these may be mentioned his sermon in the 


fall of Fort Sumpter, his address in 1863 on 
‘The Future of Our Country” before the 
Christian Commission, then in session in 
the Academy of Music in Philadelphia. 
On the death of Lincoln he made the prayer 
at the White House before the funeral pro- 
cession started, and delivered the address 
at Springfield, Lll., while the body was 
being placed in the tomb. He made the 
opening prayers at the breaking of the 
ground for the Centennial » and, 
again, at the formal opening, May 10, 1876. 
In 1881 he delivered the introductory dis- 
course at the ecumenical council, then 
gathered in London, in the City-road Chap- 
el, built by Wesley. One of the most effec- 
tive of Bishop Simpson’s short extempor- 
aneous speeches was delivered before the 
great audience of English and Americans 
who met at Exter Hall to make public ex- 
pression of sorrow at the death of Presi- 
dent Garfield. He was the intimate friend 
of President Lincoln and Secretary Stan- 
ton, and during the war of the Rebellion was 
in their closest confidence. One of the 
first to suggest the policy of the emancipa- 
pation of the slaves, he was during that 
struggle rec by the President as the 
leading private citizenof the North. Though 
offered official position by both Presidents 
Lincolam and Grant, he refused it on the 
ground that his first duty was to his chureb. 
Asan author his leading works were his 
*Oyclopedia of Methodism,” ‘A Hundred 
Years Methodism,” and ‘Lectures on Preach- 
ing,” delivered to the students of Yale 
Theological School.
